FLIGHT OF THE EMPRESS 
DOWAGER, 
Aa 
The following despatch, dated 2nd Augnst, 
has been received from Peking by ‘a high man- 
durin now taking refugo'in Shanghai:— 
“Everything is now prepared for the exodus 
of the Enpross Dowager and Court.on the 6th 
of August to the new capital, Hsian in Shensi. 
Furniture, baggage, and valuables of Court and 
Ministers, high and low, began to he removed 
from Peking since the 12th of J uly in anticipa- 
tion, His Majesty the Emperor opposed the 
exodus, wishing to die with his people in Peking;
